This year, the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment will not present medals to school 
pupils for essays on the subject of fire 
prevention, the department having 
formulated plans for this year along 
other lines. But here in Vulcan, the 
plan of last year will be followed to 
some extent, the school and municipal 
officials having prepared to donate 
four prizes for essays, and the com¬ 
petition will be localized by making 
the subject “How best can fire be 
prevented in the Town of Vulcan.” 

There were thirty-seven essays sent 
to the department from Vulcan last 
year, but a like interest was .not 
manifested elsewhere in the province, 
as is indicated in the following from 
a letter by Commissioner Seller to 
Mayor Butchart, in which there is a 
fine compliment to Vulcan and the 
town officials. “Re. medal competi¬ 
tion for compositions on the subject 
of Fire Prevention. The Department 
appreciates very much the encourag¬ 
ing words you have written In regard 
to this form of bringing our heavy fire 
losses to the attention of the public. 
We agree with your suggestion that 
the form of campaign was excellent in 
character, but was disappointed last 
year in the lack of interest that was 
shown throughout the province. This 
department was not aware that your 
board presented additional prizes to 
the school for their efforts In this 
work. This is a phase of the situa¬ 
tion which this office would like to 
encourage very much and regret that 
your message 6f encouragement did 
not reach us in time this year in order 
to institute this plan of campaign. 
We have formulated our efforts for 
this year along other lines, but will 
keep before us, the idea of confining 
our efforts in fire prevention work 
along the lines of competition writing 
through the schools. We will be in¬ 
terested to know if you will consider 
continuing your part of the work for 
this year and we can assure you that 
consideration will be seriously given 
to medal competitions for the year 
1923 and thereafter.”

I didn’t see or hear of any 
bootleggers out there and from what 
1 saw 1 take it that the people are a 
contented, prosperous law-abiding 
community. 

“Two banks look after the finan¬ 
cial requirements of the place and 
free radio entertainments ar e j pven in 
one of the places of business. There 
is a flour and grist mill in the place 
but the large mills of the West con¬ 
trol the flour and feed output and 
many of the farmers have grinders of 
their own. There is also, a printing 
olfice where the Vulcan Advocate is 
issued and Yours Truly found that to 
be a very good place to hang out and 
“Ye Editor” Nelson certainly made it 
very pleasant for me. 

“Government phones give a good 
service at reasonable rates and near¬ 
ly all the homes in the town and the 
country are equipped with them. 

Good w'ater can be obtained by 
sinking wells at a very ordinary depth. 

“The liquor laws out there must ba 
more elastic than ours for I saw one 
dray carrying several cases of Irish 
and Scotch and was Informed it was 
for the drug store, so the druggists 
apparently have power to- handle it. 
A daily express service by motor 
truck is maintained in addition to the 
railroad between Calgary and Vulcan 
which takes in other points. Daily 
papers are delivered from Calgary 
and Lethbridge, so they do not lack 
the news of the day. Ice cream, 
cigars, shoe shines, laundry, shaves 
and hair cuts cost about the same as 
down East. 

“We spent eleven days In Vulcan, 
mixed with the people in their homes, 
on the street and in their places of 
business and found them uniformly 
courteous and -kind to a stranger and I 
was sorry not to have had a fish in 
the foot hills and a swipe at some of 
the ducks, but we had a real pleasant 
holiday in a real pleasant Western 
town and we only hope for the people 
of Vulcan, continued good crops in the 
surrounding country and ' then we 
know the town itself will be prosper¬ 
ous ad its people contented. 

“We were there six years ago and 
on this Visit saw many improvements 
ad we trust increased success will still 
follow. We returned to our home re¬ 
taining vrey pleasant memories of a 
visit in a Typical Western Town.” 


streets are lined with cars. One thing 
I noticed throughout the West is that 
all cars are parked at an angle mak¬ 
ing it much easier to get in and out 
and in most cases lights are out when 
parking.” 

“Vulcan has taken advantage df 
free trees from the government and 
has set out many hundreds of them 
on the streets and around the houses, 
and in a few years, the town will be 
much improved in appearance and will 
have an abundance of shade. 

“A good snappy bah team keeps the 
fans going in the summer time and 
a 40 or 50 mile jaunt either to play 
or see a game is nothing to the fans. 
A good band entertains the town peo¬ 
ple and through the surrounding dis¬ 
trict at social gatherings and they 
sure put up a good class of music. A 
half mile track is there for a snappy 
race; a nine hole golf course for the 
golfer; tennis courts for the tennis 
player. There is lots of game for the 
sportsman and not many miles away, 
fish ip abundance. The Foot Hills of 
the Rockies are in full view and, you 
would think, almost- within walking 
distance, but so elusive that after a 
30 or 40-mile drive they appear just 
as far off as ever. 

“The Post Office is one of the town 
meeting places and many a friend 
meets friends there. I didn’t expect 
very much mail but was always on 
hand in hopes someone might think of 
me and drop a line and felt sorry for 
the poor beggar that never gets one 
a year. The office is fitted up with a 
combination locks so they do not need 
to worry whether they have the key or 
not The office was open at all times, 
day and night, Sunday or Saturday, 
»-.nd business men did not have to wait 
from Saturday noon till Tuesday 
morning for their mail as we too often 
have to do down here in St. Thomas, 
but then the West is up-to-date and 
accommodating. 

“The nearest running stream is the 
Little Bow River, a number of miles 
from the town. Vegetables make 
rapid growth and yield abundantly. 
Fruit of the choicest kind is received 
from British Columbia and berries, 
cherries, appricots and plums were of 
the very best and well flavored. 

“The game laws are very strict 
there, but they are still liberal in the 
quantity of game that may be taken 
in season. The penalty for carrying 
a loaded weapon in a vehicle is one 
hundred dollars and the same penalty 
is imposed for firing a firearm 0 ‘n a 
public highway. Ducks and partridge 
are abundant, and the darn gopher is 
everywhere and too often when he 
wants to dig a good hole he does it 
right in the trail rut and first thing 
you know your tin Lizzie gets a jolt. 

“All the eating places outside of the 
hotels are run by Chinamen They 
also do all laundry work and one live 
Celestial has an excellent up-to-date 
vegetable garden. He pays $200 a 
year rent for the garden plot and 
serves his customers with the aid of 
two large hampers carried on a pole 
across his shoulders. I felt like show¬ 
ing him how to make a real yoke but 
he seemed to manage with the stick so 
did not butt in. One large hotel serves 
the public and it is quite up-to-date 
with baths, lavatories and billiard and 
pool tables galore and is well patron¬ 
ized.

AFTER COAL BARONS 


CATTLE EMBARGO 


Henry Ford, in a newspaper inter¬ 
view, Saturday, advised the people of 
the United States to “buy as little 
coal as possible now,” and declared 
“coal prices are tumbling.’’ 

“We bought coal from the brokers,’’ 
he said, “for $2.00 a ton less than they 
paid for it and could have bought it 
for less had we cared to jam them.” 

Ford blames the brokers, the inter¬ 
state commerce commission and Sec’y 
Hoover for the situation that caused 
him to shut down his plants. “There 
is no shortage of coal,” said Ford, 
“rior has there been. On the contrary 
there is enough coal above ground to 
last the country a year, with economy. 
Coal brokers simply engineered a 
squecse in an attempt to plunder the 
country. Coal will be less than $2.00 
at the mines in less than a year. Any¬ 
body who buys more coal than he 
needs for the moment is foolish and 
this applies to householders as well as 
to manufacturers,” he said. 


When Lt.-Col. Grant Morden ad¬ 
dressed the British House of Com¬ 
mons arguing for the removal of the 
embargo on Canadian cattle he did so 
not only as a Canadian, but pointed 
out that he had a knowledge of the 
other end of the subject as well be¬ 
cause he was a breeder in a small way 
and a farmer and he was convinced 
that the removal of the embargo 
would not interfere with his farming 
operations. On the contrary if Cana¬ 
dian cattle were allowed to come into 
England, Canada would be more 
likely to buy more of British pedigree 
stock. He also expressed the convic¬ 
tion after moving amongst farmers in 
his own district and meeting farmers 
in other districts that a great many, 
if not the majority, would favor the 
removal of the embargo. 

On the other hand Col. tyorden 
made the interesting point that if he 
were Prime Minister of Canada he 
would be more inclined to put the em¬ 
bargo on the export of cattle and keep 
the by-products in Canada providing 
at the same time employment in the 
making of tin cans.

Farmers should insist on 
threshermen using screens that will 
separate more of this seed from 
wheat and oats.
